Dr. Leighton E. Cluff, Professor and Chairman, Department of Medicine, 
University of Florida, College of Medicine, and Harold A. Wheeler, chairman 
of the board of the Hazeltine Corporation, and chief scientist, Wheeler 
Laboratories, Inc., will receive alumni achievement awards at the February 22, 
1969, Winter Convocation of The George Washington University to be held in 
Constitution Hall at 11:00 a.m. 

George Washington University President Lloyd H. Elliott will present 
the alumni achievement awards. Dr. Cluff and Mr. Wheeler will be presented 
for the honor by GWU General Alumni Association President Dallas Shirley. 

Dr. Cluff received the M.D. degree (with distinction) from the GW 
School of Medicine in June of 1949. He was graduated at the head of his 
class. He received post-doctoral clinical training at the Johns Hopkins 
Hospital and Duke University Medical. Center, as well as research training 
in biomedical science with emphasis on infectious diseases and immunology at 
the Rockefeller University in New York. From 1954 to 1966, Dr. Cluff was 
on the faculty of the Department of Medicine at the Johns Hopkins University 
where he was progressively promoted from Assistant Professor to Professor of 
Medicine and assumed responsibility for the Division of Infectious Diseases 
and Clinical Immunology. In 1966, Dr. Cluff vent to the University in Florida 
in Gainesville to occupy his present post.

He has for many years been a consultant to the National Institute o’f 
Health, the World Health Organization, the Department of Defense, the 
National Academy of Sciences - National Research Council, and the Food and 
Drug Admimistration. He has served on the boards of scientific journals and 
is a member of nearly every distinguished medical society or association in 
the United States. Among Dr. Cluff's numerous scientific contributions, his 
most significant work is said to be in studies on the pathogenesis of infection 
and fever, convalescence from infection, and epidemiology of hospital infection. 
Most recently he has pioneered in epidemiological investigation of adverse 
reactions to drugs. 

Harold A. Wheeler received the degree of Bachelor of Science in Physics 
with distinction in 1925 from the university's School of Engineering, the 
first award of this degree by GWU. 

He was valedictorian of the class and received the Ruggles Medal in 
Mathematics. Nearly all of Mr. Wheeler's professional career has been 
devoted to the Hazeltine Corporation and Wheeler Laboratories, Inc. which 
became a subsidiary of Hazeltine. He was one of the few original employees 
of Hazeltine. In 192U, he was working on the design of home radio receivers. 

By 1939> he was vice president and chief consulting engineer. In that capa¬ 
city during World War II, he was leader in military electronics, especially 
the Navy program of IFF (identification Friend-or-Foe) for radar system^. He 
has been awarded about 180 U.S. patents and many foreign patents. Following 
the war, he started Wheeler Laboratories, Inc. and served as president until 
his recent retirement from management to assume the post of chief scientist.

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Wheeler Laboratories, Inc. is .kjiown for work on microwaves and antennas, 
largely for use in radar and guided missiles. 

In 1959 > when Wheeler Laboratories, Inc. became a subsidiary of the 
Hazeltine Corporation, Mr. Wheeler rejoined the corporation as a vice 
president and director and has been chairman of the board of Hazeltine 
since 1965* Since 1950, Mr. Wheeler has served the Department of Defense 
at various times as an expert consultant and as chairman of several 
committees. He was a member of the Defense Science Board from 1962 to 196U. 
Since 1926, Mr. Wheeler has been active as a member of the Institute of 
Radio Engineers (IRE), now the Institute of Electrical and Electronics 
Engineers (IEEE). He has been a Fellow of the Institute since 1935 and in 
1939 received the Morris Liebman Memorial Prize for work on television. He 
received the Medal of Honor from IEEE in 1961*. He received the GWU Dis¬ 
tinguished Alumnus Award from the Engineer Alumni Association in I960. For 
the past two years, he has served on the university’s Council for Engineering 
and Applied Science.

THREE TO RECEIVE HONORARY DEGREES 
AT GWU WINTER CONVOCATION 

United States Supreme Court Chief Justice Earl Warren, Miss Gertrude Elion, 
senior research chemist; and head of experimental therapy, the Wellcome Research 
Laboratories; and the Honorable Sterry R. Waterman, U.S. Circuit Judge, United 
States Court of Appeals, Second Circuit; will receive honorary degrees at the 
Winter Convocation of The George Washington University, Saturday morning, February 
22, 1969, at 11:00 a.m. in Constitution Hall. 

George Washington University President Lloyd H. Elliott will confer the 
degrees. Chief Justice Warren will receive the degree of Doctor of Public 
Service. Miss Elion will receive the degree of Doctor of Science and Judge 
Waterman will receive the degree of Doctor of Laws. 

A native Californian and an alumnus of the University of California, (B.L., 
1912; J.D., 191*0 Chief Justice Warren was admitted to the California Bar in 191*+ 
and engaged in private law practice until 1917, when he enlisted in the United 
States Army. He was discharged as a First Lieutenant and served as a Captain in 
the Reserve Corps until 1935. Beginning in 1919, he served the State of California 
in positions of increasing importance as an attorney finally occupying the position 
of Attorney General of California from 1939 to 19*+3, when he became Governor of 
the State, a post he held for ten years until he became Chief Justice of the United 
States on October 5, 1953. He is Chancellor of the Board of Regents of the 
Smithsonian Institution, and Chairman of the Board of Trustees of the National 
Gallery of Art. 
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Miss Gertrude Elion, a New Yorker, is a graduate of Hunter College (A.B. 

Summa cum laude, 1937) and New York University (M.S., 194l). The principal 
part of her professional life has been devoted to research in the chemistry and 
microbiological activity of purines, pyrimidines and related compounds. She has 
done research with the Denver Chemical Manufacturing Company of New York, with 
the Quaker Maid Co. of Brooklyn, N.Y., with Johnson and Johnson of New Brunswick, 

N.J., and since 1954, with the Wellcome Research Laboratories in Tuckahoe, N.Y. 

She was a teacher of Chemistry and Physics in the secondary schools of New York 
from September, 1940, to May, 1942. She is a member of Phi Beta Kappa, the 
American Chemical Society, the Chemical Society (London), a Fellow of the New 
York Academy of Sciences, and many other scientific organizations. She served 
as a consultant to the U.S. Public Health Service (Cancer Chemotherapy Study 
Section, 1960-1964). She received the Garvan Medal of the American Chemical. 

Society last year. 

Judge Waterman of St. Johnsbury, Vermont, was graduated from Dartmouth 
College (A.B., 1922) and pursued law studies at Harvard and George Washington 
Universities. He was admitted to the Vermont and District of Columbia Bars in 1926. 

He practiced law in St. Johnsbury until he was appointed to the United 
States Court of Appeals in 1955. He was State's Attorney of Caledonia County 
from 1933 to 1937, District Director of Civilian Defense throughout World War II, 
and was one of two Republican members on the five-man Advisory Board of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation, appointed by President Truman, in 1950. During 
the Korean conflict he was a member of the 18-nan National Agricultural Mobili¬ 
zation Board.

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One of the founders of the New England Law Institute, he was elected to the 
American Law Institute in 19^6. He was president of the American Judicature 
Society in 1962. He is an honorary life member of the Federal Bar Association 
and has been a member of the House of Delegates of the American Bar Association. 

This year he received a special Medal of Honor from the Grand Lodge of 
Masons of Vermont, an honor rarely bestowed, which is given in recognition to 
those whom the Grand Lodge considers to "have contributed something to justify 
their existence". Judge Waterman is a trustee of St. Johnsbury Academy, a 
preparatory school, and a member of the Board of Visitors of the University of 
Chicago Law School. As a student at George Washington, he was co-founder of 
the Troubadours, a singing group which enjoyed many years of happy music-making 
by a succession of student singers.

In February, 
1967, President Johnson sent to Congress a bill drawn to carry out many of the 
recommendations, entitled the Patent Reform Act of 1967 . 
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There followed extensive discussions before Judiciary subcommittees in 
both Houses and at meetings of interested associations. Strong opposition 
developed to a number of the Johnson Administration's proposals. Several bills 
embodying major modifications of the Administration draft were introduced, but 
no action has been taken on any legislation to date. 

Proceeding from the premise that the basic purpose of the U.S. patent 
system is to encourage successful innovation in our economy, a team of 11 
experienced researchers of the Institute canvassed a large number of the 
nation's inventors and innovators. The aim of the survey was to learn objectively 
how these innovators have conducted their affairs in the past and in what way they 
would conduct them differently under a patent system modified along the lines 
suggested by the Presidential Co mmi ssion. The experience and opinions of foreign 
experts, under provisions similar to those recommended by the Commission, were also 
obtained. 

The monograph brings together a series of study reports on the patent 
revision proposals published in a number of issues of IDEA , the Journal of the 
Institute. Concluding comments on the reports are also given in the monograph. 

The following significant proposals of the Commission were singled out for 
special attention: (l) Recognizing the inventor who is first to file; (2) 
eliminating "interferences"; (3) including foreign knowledge, use and sale as 
prior art, (4) preliminary applications, and (5) deferred examination; (6) 
allowing the assignee to file an application, (7) early publication of pending 
applications, and (8) opposition and cancellation procedures; (9) instituting 
infringement liability before issuance of a patent; (10) changing the term of a 
patent to 20 years from filing; (ll) inaugurating measures aimed at the eventual 
establishment of a universal patent, valid everywhere.

FORTY-FIVE FRESHMAN SELECTED 
FOR HONORS PROGRAM AT GW 

Forty-five freshmen have been selected to participate in a new program for 
honors work in the freshman and sophomore years at George Washington University, 
according to Dr. Calvin D. Linton, dean of GW's Columbian College of Arts and 
Sciences. 

The freshman-sophomore honors program, approved last spring by the faculty 
of Columbian College, will become operative with the start of the spring semester, 
Feb. 3. 

Dean Linton said the primary purposes of the program are "to provide the 
exceptional student with the opportunity for academic challenge and enrichment" 
and "to create a group of students whose activities will enable them to contribute 
more significantly to academic discussion within the University as a whole." 

The core of the honors program is a group of special seminars emphasizing 
group discussion based on outside readings and research. During the spring 
semester, three such freshmen seminars will be offered, with a maximum of 15 
students in each. Freshmen seminars will be offered in each succeeding spring 
semester. Sophomore seminars, to start next fall, will run through both semesters. 

The honors program is being administered by a faculty-student committee 
chaired by Dr. H. E. Yeide, assistant dean of Columbian College. 

Dr. Yeide said that the freshman participants for the spring semester 
were selected from "the very best students" as determined by College Board 
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scores, the high school record, and various recommendations. These students 
will continue in the sophomore seminars, except for those who voluntarily 
withdraw or who do not maintain a Quality Point Index of 3.2 Vacancies will 
be awarded to rising sophomores primarily on the basis of their first-year 
performance at GW. 

Each honors seminar will be equivalent to an elective and count toward 
the required minimum number of credit hours per semester. The seminars will 
be graded on an "honors"/"no credit" basis. Successful completion of two 
of the three semesters will qualify a student to have the designation "honors 
in the lower division" entered into his permanent record. 

The freshman seminars will be conducted around a reading of books "that 
are crucial to an understanding of the development of the great ideas of 
Western civilization prior to modern times," according to Dr. Yeide. These 
ideas, he said, will be consistently explored with reference to both their con¬ 
temporary relevance and to their historical relevance as the foundations of 
more specialized learning. These seminars should, he said, aid in counteracting 
the continuing tendency toward compartmentalized learning, and bridge, in some 
measure, the gaps separating the several disciplines. 

The sophomore seminars, intended to put the freshman seminars into a 
balanced perspective, will shift emphasis from broad range to specific focus. 
Each seminar will examine a contemporary problem area, bringing the framework 
and insights of various academic disciplines to bear upon the problem. Each 
sophomore seminar will be completed in one semester, giving the honors student 
the opportunity to engage in a different problem in each of his two sophomore 
semesters.

GORDON A. FRIESEN PROFESSORSHIP 
ESTABLISHED AT GWU 



The Board of Trustees of The George Washington University announced 
today (February 22, 1969 ) the establishment of the Gordon Arthur Friesen 
Professorship in Health Care Administration. 

Mr. Friesen, through whose generosity, the professorship was 
established, is a resident of Washington, D.C., and a well known 
international authority in the design and operation of health facilities. 

He made his gift "in recognition of the increasingly important role the 
University is playing in the training of personnel for positions of respon¬ 
sibility in the critical field of health care administration." 

The professorship will be awarded to a faculty member of the 
Department of Health Care Admnnistration in the School of Government and 
Business Administration of George Washington. The first recipient is 
Professor Frederick H. Gibbs. Professor Gibbs cane to George Washington 
in 1959 as Professor of Hospital Administration and has played an important 
role in the development of the university's Health Care Administration 
program. In 1965, Professor Gibbs was awarded a certificate of appreciation 
for his contribution to the Federal Medical Services while serving in the 
United States Army. The citation referred to his development of hospital 
management techniques for the Office of the Surgeon General. In 1967 the 
alumni of the Health Care Administration program established the Frederick 
H. Gibbs Scholarship Fund on the occasion of Professor Gibbs' retirement

PTC RESEARCH INSTITUTE OF G.W. 
STUDIES PATENT LICENSING LIMITATIONS 


A factual study of patent licensing limitations used by individuals, and 
by small and large companies, engaged in innovative activity has been launched 
by the PTC Research Institute of The George Washington University. Public 
knowledge of the business-life facts on this important subject is lacking, 
and this project, conducted by a non-profit, educational institute, offers 
the best prospect of balancing the public interest and private rights in this 
significant area of national policy. 


The project leaders of the Institute's research staff conducting the 
study are Professor S. Chesterfield Oppenheim, the Institute's Adviser on Re¬ 
search and formerly Professor of law of the University of Michigan, and Mr. 
John C. Scott, of the law firm of Worth Rowley, Washington, D.C., and 
Consulting Editor, Antitrust and Trade Regulation Report of the Bureau of 
National Affairs. 


This undertaking of the Institute will be an extended inquiry into the 
relative prevalence in industrial practice of the various possible types of 
license limitations and the circumstances and the reasons for their use. 
Included in the survey will be, for example, inquiry into such limitations as 
(a) first sale price, (b) territory, (c) quantity, (d) field of use, (e) cus¬ 
tomers, (f) package licenses, (g) cross-licenses and grant-backs. 
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Empirical data with respect to the matters listed above should lead 
to economic and legal analysis far more useful than the abstract and specula¬ 
tive information which has dominated the relevant literature. At the present 
time, there is practically a complete vacuum in this kind of factual informa¬ 
tion. Both judicial and management decision-making are preponderantly based 
on opinion. The case-by-case judicial decisions do not provide records or 
court opinions based on empirical data. On the contrary, each case is 
decided on its own facts; and, usually, there is no empirical information on 
the extent of use of a particular kind of license limitation and the various 
reasons which may justify its use. 

This project is a part of the Institute's continuing investigations 
of licensing operations by American individuals and companies of the U.S. 
and abroad. The findings in the project, involving limitations in licenses 
granted under patents which result from innovative activity, should be most 
useful to professional men, business executives, government officials, and 
the larger public intersted in technological and commercial innovation or 
concerned with trade practice.

Gentlemen: 

While I have not taken any part personally in formulating 
the policies of the Club, I have watched with interest the dis¬ 
position of the petition signed by a number of members which 
requested the privilege of bringing guests to the Club without 
regard to race, creed, or color and, more recently, I have read 
with great interest the newspaper accounts which caused the 
Club’s facilities to be denied to Mayor Washington because of 
his color. My own sympathies are completely in favor of the 
petitioners, and quite frankly, I was apalled at the actions 
which occurred which involved Mayor Washington. Let me, there¬ 
fore not only register my complaint at the Club policies which 
permit such things to happen but also to add my name to the 
petitioners who would like to see such policies changed. Since 
I was aware some weeks ago that a petition had been presented, 

I had hoped that, their request might cause the Directors of the 
Club to solicit opinions of other members. Since no request 
came to me, I must assume that such a request did not go to 
others either. May I ask at this time, therefore, whether or 
not any review of the practices of the Club is expected, and if 
so, when and by what means? 

It seems to me that a club such as Kenwood is so strategically 
located as to be able to take considerable leadership in resolving 
some of the major tensions and problems of our society. Instead of 
building barriers to international, interdenominational, and inter¬ 
racial good will and understanding it could very readily build 
bridges. For example, with the forthcoming spring and/summer ahead 
of us, Kenwood could offer its swimming facilities to a number of 
children from the inner city of Washington for one day each week or 
some other agreed upon schedule which could become an important

avenue of understanding among races. My point in raising such a 
possibility is likewise to ask that the practices of the Club be 
reviewed and that the membership be permitted to express its 
wishes as to future directions. 

If I as a member of the Club may have an opportunity within 
the immediate future to participate in the revision of the policies 
and practices referred to above, I shall be deeply appreciative. If 
in the opinion of officers and directors, neither review nor re¬ 
vision is possible, I hereby submit my resignation as a member. Will 
you please advise me promptly of the disposition of the requests or 
of the proffered resignation. Thank you.

The Honors Students will live in a modern air-conditioned residence hall 
under the supervision of resident counselors. 

To take advantage of the University's unique location in the nation's capital 
(GW is only three blocks west of the White House), a diversified program has been 
arranged, including visits to a Congressional session and to art galleries, a 
picnic at Mt. Vernon, and trips to Colonial Williamsburg and Gettysburg. There 
will also be breakfast seminars and lectures by outstanding public figures. 

The total cost, with scholarships, is $L25, including room, board, tuition, 
the recreational-cultural program, health services, etc. 

Applicants should be completing their junior year and have maintained at 
least a B average. For further information and application forms, write to:
